BOIBS, Idaho, Ooteber 18 —The Supreme 


Court baa ananimonsly sustained the con- 
atitntionality of the Idaho test oath law. 
The decision in which this conclusion is 
reached, was banded down this afternoon 
by Justice Boston in the case of Joseph B. 
Sheppard vs. Hyrum Grimmelt, Begistrar 
of Paris precinct, Bear Lake county. 
The 


plaintiff ia a Mormon, who offered to regis- 
ter, upon anbaoribing to the oath embrac- 
ing Ihe constitutional provision and ignor- 
ing the added qualification which is that the 
elector shall not, since January 1888, have 
belonged to any organization ibat teaches 
or baa taught or has encouraged polygamy. 
This decision will prevent Mormons from 
voting at the election next month. 


The constitutional provision being aim- 


ply that he shall not practice polygamy or 
belong to an organization that teaches or 
encourage* it. 
An application was made 


to the Supreme Court for a writ of manda- 
mus to compel th* registrar to register 
Sheppard. 


The Constitution provides that a Legis- 


lature may provide additional qualifications 
for the exercise of the right of suffrage, 
and under Ibis provision the Legislature 
adopted the additional qualification refer- 
red te). The principal objections urged to 
this was the allegation that it was retro- 
active ex post facto, and therefore void. 


The Court, however, finds tbat^the pro- 


vision does not come noder the character 
of the rz poet facto law. Ex poet facto 
laws are defined as laws "relating to penal 
and criminal proceedings, which impose 
punishments or forfeiture and not to civil 
proceedings, which affect private rights 
retrospectively and ate not applicable to 
civil laws, but to penal and criminal laws 
only." 


The right of franchise Li next considered 


and shown to be a privilege rather than a 
right over which the town making the 
power when so authorized by the Constitu- 
tion baa the entire authority to prescribe 
such qualifications as are deemed beet. 
Numerous oases are cited and tbo history 
of Mormon Legislature in Idaho is briefly 
reviewed. ID refusing to grant the man- 
damns and holding the law to be entirely 
constitutional, (lie Court states shat if the 
conditions that have arisen since the laws 
were passed, make it desirable that the law 
should b6 changed, the application must 
ba made direct to the Legislature.

To He volnt Ionic* Trotting. 


A well known Santa Rosa horseman 


has a scheme for trotting horses which 
promises to beat the "Bcoot" track all to 
pieces as an important factor in aiding 
a horse to obtain a fast record. He is 
planning a sulky that will not only run 
itself, but will push the horse along a 
bit too. He says it is to be built on the 
plan of the watch. It will have big coil 
springs to drive the wheels and he con- 
tends that it will revolutionize trotting. 
Right under the driver's Beat the springs 
will be located, and it is his intention to 
have things so nicely adjusted that 
when he wishes to go a 2:10 gait all he 
will hare to do is to set it at the 2:10 
figure and it will do the rest. When 
wound tip the sulky will run one mile 
and a half. A very clever feature of 
the sulky ia-the self winding apparatus. 


By simply touching a little spring near 


his stirrup the driver can make tho 
wheels v. iiid up the spring, and, by a 
hand device, ha can throw them out 
of gear when the indicator tells him 
that tho spring haa been wound up to 
the proper tension. Thus in scoring 
whatever power is lost can be regained. 
And it is so arranged that the power can 
be turned on nt will by the driver. The 
gentleman claims everything for this in- 
vention. He says it will transform the 
slowest scrub into a world beater and 
make a three minute horse able to go a 
2:08>4 record. The inventor apparently 
had nothing green in his eyes when he 
was talking about his wonderful sulky, 
bnt time and developments will tell 
whether he has been indulging in too 
many air castles or not.—Santa Rosa Re- 
publican. 


Steaks of Buffalo Meat. 


It is not often than Kansas Cityans 


have an opportunity to get a succulent 
buffalo steak, but they have it now. An 
East Twelfth street butcher has just re- 
ceived the carcass of an overwild buf- 
falo from British Columbia, and yes- 
terday the butcher's knife touched it for 
the n'rst time. The meat will be re- 
tailed at thirty cents a pound. Ten or 
fifteen years ago buffalo meat was plen- 
tiful here, and at the beginning of each 
winter hundreds of Kansas City fami- 
lies stowed away a bind quarter in the 
cellar.
